Through the efforts of Mr. 
Teague, the damaging ‘brown rot” 
fungus attacking lemons was ov- 
ercome. This disease threatened 
the entire industry of California 
early in the 20th century.

name, and, according to Collier’s 
interview, he made $37,215 in 1934; 
$30,785 in 1935; $35,700 in 1936 
and $52,290 in 1937. 

“It is natural to assume,” May- 
ock continued, “that such tactics 
clearly stamp the character of 
Jimmy Roosevelt who has the ef- 
frontery to seek the highest of- 
fice the State of California has to 
offer. It leaves little doubt that 
Jimmy is a politically unmoral 
person.” 

Mayock said corroboration of 
Jimmy’s disgraceful record may 
be found in John Flynn’s book, 
“The Roosevelt Myth,” pages 237 
to 241. 

“Of special interest to Califor- 
nia,” Mayock declared, “is Flynn's 
revelation of Jimmy’s insurance 
business and the California sugar 
beet and cotton growers’. We 
quote: 

“In 1938, the government fore- 
ed Southern sugar planters to plow 
under sugar cane. The American 
growers fought this. The Cuban 


were allowed to plant four times 
as much as Southern planters. The 
West Indies Sugar Company was 
the big beneficiary. Its profits 
Were enormous. This was one com- 
pany that exported to the United 
States as much sugar as all grow- 
ers in Louisiana and Florida pro- 
duced together. And Jimmy got 
the West Indies Company insur- 
ance, Fifty million dollars worth 
of cotton was shipped to China 
through an RFC-government loan 
and Jimmy got the insurance.’ 

“I do not think that California 
citizens will allow young Jimmy 
to put a price tag on its name in 
the same manner as he has done 
with the family name,” Mayock 
concluded.

In California's Richest — 
Valley For Jobless 


A disastrous depression—creat- 
ed by off-season unemployment 
and spreading hunger and disease 
has struck 200,000 California sea- 
sonal farm workers and their fam- 
ilies in the West's richest valley, 
the San Joaquin, Collier’s reports 
this week. 
| Its results are so crippling that 
the open-air slums and shanty- 
towns in which they squat along 
ithe 200-mile length of the cotton- 
rich valley give California the 
'fongest continuous slums in Am- 
erica, writes Collier’s associate ed- 
itor Lester Velie. 


In the first of a two-part series | 


entitled, “The Americans Nobody 
Wants,” Velie says the seasonal 
farm workers, loosely called mi- 
grants, recently taced hunger for 
'which local officials either refus- 
‘ed to prepare so little that one 
influential ‘California newspaper 
warned that “it may become a na- 
tional scandal.” 

The national weekly’s editors 
stated that the eyewitness account 
'of the seasonal workers’ plight 
was presented in the belief that 
it would “strengthen the hands of 
men of good will in California” 
who are now grappling with an 


old and vexing problem—how to | 


take the seasonal farm worker out 
of the displaced persons class and 
'make him a self-supporting citi- 
zen. 

Here are some of the findings 
of Velie and Collier’s photographer 
John Florea, who were assigned 
to report on the mid-century “Am- 
erican tragedy”: 

1. Throughout the valley men 
scramble for jobs—and there are 
none. Women and children ask for 
bpread—and most social workers, 
their hands tied, turn them away. 
Families of 10 or more live in 
12x12 shacks. Tents are so foul

An aroused public has forced | 
the President and the Congress to 
deal with: the matter of wartime- 
imposed excise taxes—and latest 
indications are that Congress is 
inclined to act fairly much as the 
public wishes. 

Whether or not this congress- | 
ional feeling finally expresses it- | 
self in legislation is yet to be de- | 
termined. | 

As has been shown, however, | 
California probably has a more 
direct stake in whatever action is 
taken than any other state in the 
nation, for this state pays excise | 
taxes on the highest transporta- 
tion and communications bills of 
any state in the Union.
